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All of the prior art rejections, rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 and claim objections 
are hereby withdrawn in view of Applicants amendments. 

In an updated/modified survey of the prior art, the Examiner encountered Blondel 
et al., FR 2806929. This reference describes the modification of silica gel by way of its 
reaction with a cyclodextrin compound. However, the linking groups portrayed in that 
disclosure are not the same as is presently contemplated in claim 16 or would be 
realized by the synthetic approach of claim 31. The prior art does not disclose a 
cyclodextrinyl-substituted organosilicon compound in the context of it being an essential 
ingredient of a condensation-curable silicone composition. Inasmuch as this and the 
other prior art references of record fail to even render obvious the instant invention, 
claims 16-20, 23-25, and 31-46 are allowable. 

The Examiner wishes, however, to respond to one of the remarks made by 
Applicant in their response. In particular, Applicants says of the compounds embraced 
by claim 16 that they, ’’may also include cyclodextrins not linked via triazinyl radicals...” 
but the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The only cyclodextrin-functional substituents 
in the compounds of formula (I) are denoted by “A” and, in these instances, R 2 can only 
be a triazinylene radical.
